Martin Luther nailed his 95 theses to the door of Wit- 
tenberg church on the eve of All Saints Day in 1517. What 
began as an invitation to students and faculty to debate 
one of the more controversial topics of the day eventually 
led to the formation of a new Church. The roots of our 
congregation lie in that movement. 

Luther's concern was that the Church was selling indul- 
gences - special pardons which permitted people to 
shorten their time in Purgatory. The Scriptures said that 
grace was free, and he wasn't comfortable with the 
Church selling something that was offered free by God to 
all who confessed and believed. St. Paul's famous state- 
ment, "For by Grace you are saved through faith and not 
of yourselves. It is a gift of God," along with many other 
references to Scripture, framed his position. 
On Reformation Day, it is appropriate to mention one of 
our basic theological principles: that we are all sinful and 
powerless to earn our own salvation. It is one of the foun- 
dations on which our individual faith and the faith of the 
Church rest. As we confess our faith as we worship today, 
we would do well to remember Luther's explanation of 
the Third Article of the Creed: 

"I believe that I cannot by my own reason or strength 
believe in Jesus Christ, my Lord, or come to Him; but 
the Holy Spirit has called me by the Gospel, enlight- 
ened me with His gifts, sanctified and kept me in the 
true faith. In the same way He calls, gathers, enlight- 
ens, and sanctifies the whole Christian church on 
earth, and keeps it with Jesus Christ in the one true 
faith. In this Christian church He daily and richly for- 
gives all my sins and the sins of all believers. On the 
Last Day He will raise me and all the dead, and give 
eternal life to me and all believers in Christ." 
Lord, send your Spirit to call us. Forgive us, cleanse us, 
and keep us in the true faith. And on the last day, bring 
us to eternal life. Amen Miles Olson

A Moment in History: Reformation 

The Reformation was a political and religious nnovennent in Europe that began in the 
1500's and lasted for roughly 150 years. It is difficult to pinpoint exact starting and ending 
dates for the Refornnation, but we can point to two events that seenn to begin and to culnni- 
nate the Refornnation era: 1517 (Martin Luther's 95 Theses and his protest against the indul- 
gence systenn of the Ronnan Catholic Church) and 1648 (The Peace of Westphalia, treaties that 
thus put an end to nnost of the civil disruption caused by the religious nnovennent). Did you 
know that Martin Luther not only post the 95 Theses but also for the first tinne translated into 
the connnnon nnan's language--Gernnan--the New Testannent. Luther did not set out to start a 
religious nnovennent, but with his two actions the world gained nnore freedonn of understand- 
ing and expression of the Holy Bible in a personal way not seen since Jesus walked the earth. 

Today we do not celebrate division. Rather we celebrate the nnovennent of the Holy 
Spirit in our Church and our hearts. It is this nnovennent of the Holy Spirit that brings us new- 
ness and renewal (RE-FORMATION), both in our personal lives and in the life of the Church. 
When we pray, "Conne, Holy Spirit!" we know that the whole Church is always in need of re- 
fornn, and we each are always in need of dying again in Christ in order to be raised fronn the 
dead, so that we nnight be truly free by the grace of Jesus the Christ in our lives and Church. 
"So if the Son nnakes you free, you will be free indeed." (John 8:31-36)
